Starting July I, th» n«w company 
will tak» over th« work at 8p«ctai-:e 
Island, which hag been operatfil sine* 
1322 by th» Coleman Disposal ."ooipany, 
with the new prlrn $15,(Xyi lowpr than 
that charged for the past decadn. 

Although It la the only contract which 
the Council Is permitted to block under 
the city charter, there was no debate] 
until after the roll call, when Council- 
lor Clement A. Xnrton of ITydo Park 
Rsktid imanimouR consent to explain his 
dissenting vote. 

Norton complained that there was no, 
reason for letting the contract for )o! 
years with the posslhllltv of wages and 
I'osis dropping. He pr'.t.fslcd tliat the) 
pri'^e of the rontract w:is high'^r, clniin-^ 
Ing Iha" the population to be served 
bad dropped Tn.rmn. Further, be al- 
leged that a, single group operating un- 
der different names had rnntrolled the 
contract for 30 years. He crlfirised 
public works oftlclals for Iheir nllpsed 
failure to make a proper sur\'ey of 
costf, prices and the reported ad- 
vantages of Incineration.

That th« city will not be committed 
to the «y«tem of using the Spectacle 
Island reduction plant and dumps for 
the next ]« years, Councillor liobert 
Gardiner Wllaon, Jr., of Dorchester, 
recommended the Immediate appoint- 
ment of a committee by the Mayor to 
make plans for the Installation of In- 
cinerators In districts not covered by' 
the 10-year contract. 

Under th« contract the company will 
dispose of the otf.a! end refu.s* collect- 
ed by city workers In the city proper, 
Charlestown, Eoxbury and South Bos- 
ton. Yearly contracts ar* awarded for 
East Boston, Brighton, Dorchester, 
West ftoxbury and Hyde T'ark, where. 
Inclnenators could be Insi.nlled witliout 
affecting the lO-year contract awarded 
yesterday.

Mayor Curley made his customary 
Christmas visit to Long Island Ha'^nita' 
yesterday and found the institution .so 
overcrowded that he immediately asked 
Secretary of War Hurley tn lease to the 
city at a nominal rental one of the 
abandoned army buildings adjacent to 
the hospital. 

If ho Is successful, quarters will be 
provided for the institution employes 
and less trouble will be experienced in 
caring for the record-breaking number 
of inmates of the institution. Yesterday 
there were l-tSO in comparison with 900 
last year. 

Among them the mayor noted more 
than 200 men between 30 and 4,5 years 
old, aiTiiarently physically and mentally 
able to perform work. Inquiry among 
them elicited the exjilanation that they 
had voluntarily sought a temporary 
home at the island in order to avoid 
temptation to commit cfime. 

The mayor cxpre.<^sed satisfaction with 
conditions at the island. He found the 
inmates contented, the food of excellent 
quality and the building free from in- 
stitutional odor. 

Every inmate received a gift yesterday 
ianri talent provided bv the Boston lodge 
!Of Elks furnished entertainment in th" 
various liuildings. A.s usual the mayoi 
boasted of his ability to play -^a's and 
met the five champions of the island 
in a match for cash prizes ranged from 
$.5 to $1. 

The mayor failed to demonstrate his 
"hampionship claim for he was the 
third money winner.

"The only additional work to my 
nilnd that can be done to redut-e hre 
losses in Boston Is the adoption Sy 
the Liegislaturo of a conipulsru-y 
sprinkler act requiring installation in 
all loft buildings and all first and 
second class luildings," Mayor Curley 
wrote.

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Governor Sq. Subway txtensionjj 
Months Ahead of Schedule 



Excavation Under Beacon Street Bridge, One 

Of Hardest Engineering Jobs, Is Being 

• Accomplished Smoothly

While ponderous railroad trans rum- 
ble uninteiTupted overhead, workmen 
employed on Boston's newest subway 
extension are tolling night and day be- 
low the ground at the Beacon street 
bridge, southwest of Governor square, 
to erect "shoulders" brawny enough to 
support the additional weight of the 
bridge and the hundreds of 25-ton El 
tars and the thousands of automobiles 
which dally speed across it. 

And as the worlc progresses, under 
the expert eye of Thomas F. Sullivan, 
chairman of the transit commission, the 
trains, cars and automobiles go their 
respective ways above without interfer- 
ence. So smooth has been the progress 
of this man'elous feat of engineering 
that the work is months ahead of 
schedule, according to the engineers. 

It is estimated that 15,000 persons 
j cross the bridge each day on El cars 
and that approximately 16,000 automo- 
biles and trucks do likewise. On the 
i four arterial tracks of the Boston & 
Albany railroad, below the level of the 
'Street, more thail 20,000 persons are 
borne into or out of Boston each day. 

On the railroad tracks, supported by 
temporary wooden "rribblnK" and steel 
girders which eventually will be en- 
cased in concrete to form the roof of 
the subway proper, there are approxi- 
mately 200 train movements a day, not 
ilncluding "light" locomotives running 
to and from the yards. Of this num- 
'ber, 122 are passenger trains. Despite 
the complicated construction problem 
being undertaken directly beneath the 
rall-s, the railroad is able to maintain 
a norma! schedule. 

TRAINS SLOWED 

When asked for comment, James L. 
Truden general superintendent of the 
Boston & Albany, said, "The only in- 
terference occu.rs in strictly holdmg 
trains to a 15-mile-an-hour speed limit 
as they pa.s.s over the stretch of track 
which ha.i been undermined by the 
subway builder.s."

Tii(- n-"'-ence of two massive granite

has necessarily complicated the work of 
excavating for the two subway tubes 
which will penetrate them transversely. 
Sn either side of the bridge, however, 
Se excavation is practically completed, 
* TO allow the subway to pass beneath 
t)-.^ railroad tracks, the subway tubes 
b^in dlp^ng a few hundred feet 
«uthwest of Governor square and rise 
to the normal elevation beyond the 
brlden This feature of the construction 
has necessitated the introduction of 
elaborate drainage tunnel,, to provide 
for any water Which might «ttl« in 
til* lowtr J«v»l. 



JOHNSON 

The Beacon street extension will come 
to the surface near St, Mary's street. 
Just across the Brookline town line. 
The Commonwealth avenue extension 
wili end near Blanford street. The im- 
mense project, which probably will cost 
almost $5,000,000. was launched on the 
mornuiE of July 21. 1930, when Mayor 
Curley broke gi'ound with an engraved ; 
silver' shovel. It will be completed with- 
iln a year, it is expected. 

TIES ARE REPLACED 

■When the Job of excavating below 
the bridge was commenced, it first was 
nece.i.sary t" ••eplace the ties on which 
the four railroad tracks are laid. Hea\y 
timbers, eight inches sq\iare were sub- 
stituted for the standard sleeper.^. Ten 
by fourteen-lnch stringers, of longleaf 
yellow pine, were then laid under and 
parallel to the rails. 
I The work of excavation was begun on 
'the surface and the stringers were 
blocked on timbers measuring 10x14 
Inches, to provide head-room, as the 
excavation advanced. The timbers were 
placed five feet apart along the entire 

96 feet of track lying under the bridge. 
As the dirt, poor bearing material com- 
posed largely of gravel and cinders, was 
removed, more stringers and blocks were 
Introduced to provide support. 

As the excavation deepened, workers 
were able to stand upright and the work 
was accelerated appreciably. Wooden 
cribbing was placed below the stringers 
and the shovels of the workers soon were 
biting Into good soil, Steel girders were 
then lowered Into the excavation and 
cross-ribbed through the wooden crib- 
I blng. The girders, now in temporary 
positions, arc at the elevation where the 
roof of the subway tubes will be built 
and they will later form Its structural 
support. 

Four-Inch wooden sheeting has been 
erected on the sides of the excavation 
to prevent cave-ins which might be 
caiised by the tremendoas lateral pres- 
sure exerted on the soil by the heavy 
trains passing above. The only serious 
accident on the entire project to date 
occurred in July. Two workmen were 
seriously injured when a sandbucket 
dropped on them as it whs being hoi.st- 
ed out of the excavation. The cable 
parted. 

CONCRETE SIDEWALLS 

When the 12 or 13 feet of earth yet 
unexcavatcd is removed, the concrete 
,'i!dewalLs and the centre wall of the 
subway tubes will be erected. Tlien the 
steel girders will be swung into their 
proper places and encased with con- 
crete to form the roof. 

Dlrfc will be placed on the roof and 
the excavation will be filled flush to 
the railroad track level. The road-bed 
will consist of gravel and the regular ties 
will be restored. It Is the belief of the 
engineers that the roof . will be com- 
pleted in February on that part of the 
, subway beneath the bridge. 



The two grajiiiwi Bpmnunw auiiport^ 

ing the three girders of the brldie pro- 
vided a real challenge to the Ingenull;. 
of the engineers. They must be pene- 
trated to provide passageways for the 
subway tubes. Because they are of hewn 
stone construction, and therefore liable 
to crack, dynamite could not be used. 
Pneumatic drills for weeks have been 
gnawing away the massive masonry of 
the abutments. As each indentation Is 
made, it Is necessary to block up the 
stones above with wooden supports. In- 
duced draft fans have been Installed 
to suck away the dust kicked up by the 
drills. Nothing has been devised, how- 
ever, to modify the terrific noise made 
by the whirling, toothed shafts of steel. 

GIRDERS "NEEDLED" 

Steel girders are being "needled" 
through the abutments just above the 
point where the roof of the tubes will 
be constructed. When the weight of the 
entire bridge and abutments has been 
transferred to the girders, It will be 
possible to tunnel through for the sub- 
way tubes. 

A massive piece of work Is going on 
beneath the bridges without cessation, 
practically shielded from the public's 
eye. Three shifts a day relieve each 
other at eight-hour Intervals. The noise 
is terrific down there and the "sight- 
.seer" — there are few — is forced to crawl 
almost on his hands and knees In 
places as he makes his way throxigh 
the maze of wooden cribbing and steel 
girders. 

In the company of the engineer of 
the, evening shift, Tliomas A. Berrlgan, 
the writer was permitted to examine 
the entire project from top to bottom. 
Now climbing shaky ladders and now 
scaling massive timbers, every feature 
was v'ewed. ITie greatest thrill came at 
a point just below the railroad tracks, 
when we crouched down beneath steel 
girders, talking in shouts as trains 
passed only a foot overhead. 

When the extension is completed, 
liersons using the line will save ap- 
proximately eight minutes on ffacl 
round trip. Mayor Curley started th< 
demand for the project over six year: 
ago. The bill authorizing its construc- 
tion was signed by Gov. Allen late h 
May, 1830.

New England railroad officials yes- 
terday killed in its Infancy tlie, proposal 
of tlie port authority to convert the 
Elevated structure on Atlantic avenue; 
into a belt line freight railroad to pro- 
vide the major factor in the Improve- 
ment of port fax:illties essential to the 
upbuilding of Boston's commerce. 

A frontal attack by railroad execu- 
tives on the plan conceived by Frederic 
H. Fay, involving an estimated outlay 
of $10,000,000 which Mayor Curley In- 
tended to ask C30V. Ely to IncorpOMWl 
in a .state program, forced the shrink- 
age of the proposal to an agreement to 
limit immediate objectives to the ade- 
quate deepening of harbor channel and 
to the acquisition by the common- 
wealth of the army ba.se in South 
Boston. 

Success in attracting to Boston pas- 
senger steamers of sufficient speed to 
span the Atlantic in four days may be^ 
achieved by the expenditui-e ot $1,500,- 
000 of state funds for the improvement 
ot existing facilities at Commonwealth 
pier and the army base and by stressing 
th ultimate value of the whole-hearted 
co-operation for the upbuilding ot the 
ixirt guaranteed by the New Haven, 
Boston & Albany and Boston & Maine 
railroad,s. 

Mayor Ciirlcy at a conference yester- 
day in his oiTice capitulated to the 
opinion of railroad executives who diplo- 
matically denounced the plan ot utiliz- 
ing the' Atlantic avenue structure for 
the replacement of the exUting street 
level rails of i,he Union Freight Rail- 
road a.s impractical and unwLse. It also 
was called a positive detriment to the 
continuance of the .service now provided 
t,o concerns which is represented by a 
monthly movement of an average ol 
1000 cars.

Proposed legislation seeking the con- 
struction of an Atlantic avenue Ele- 
vated railroad belt line to connect the 
North and South Stations, as advocated 
by Chairman Frederic H. Fay of the 
CItv I'lanning Board, was spiked and 
tossed Into the discard by .New Eng- 
land railroad executives yesterday at a 
conference held by Mayor Curley at 
City Hall. 

OlHclals of the Boston & Maine, Bos- 
ton .t Albany and the New Haven rail- 
roads contended that passengers and 
freight were transferred quicker here 
(than at any other port in the country. 
The expenditure of $il,0OO,0tX) for an Kle- 
vated structure or 5ir,,000,000 for a tun- 
nel between the two stations would be 
unwarranted in the face of existing fa- 
cilities, tliey declared. 

Direct train service through Boston 
would rob the hotels, restaurants and 
merchants of the patronage they now 
i receive from the passengers who stop 
over to buy while passing between the 
two terminals, the conference was 
warned by Vice-President Howard M. 
Bi-scoc in charge of the Boston cS: Al- 
bany lailroad, who led the attack upon 
the belt line project. He was heartily 
supported in liis opposition by other 
railroad officials and President Henry 
I. Harriman of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

With the belt line and the Union Sta- 
tion, advocated by Walter S. Kelly 
promptly buried, the entire conferenc 
of experts went on record as favoring 
^the expenditure of ^,l>)0,000 by the fed- 
eral government and »2,000,0(IO by the 
State to prepare the harbor and the 
South Boston waterfront for the pro- 
posed Installation of fuur-uay »uper- 
stoamers between Boston and Europe.

Faced with a reduction of $7,-

Mayor Curley last night outlined 
a rigid economy program in the 
hopes of keeping a threatened tax 
jrate increase under the $3 mark.

' Mayor Curley pointed out that 
the latter system resulted in a sav- 
ing of .$7,'5,O00 n year when It was 
tried out in Buffalo, N. Y., recently. 

Much of the reduction was at- 
tributed to a falling off Jn the 
city's share of internral revenue 
collected by Massachusetts and an- 
ticipated decreases in taxable prop- 
erty valuations. 

This, together with the additional 
funds retjuired to care for 12.000 
needy families, threatened to sky- 
rocket the tax rate to the $.5 or $6 
mark, the Mayor said, unless aom.e 
steps were taken to curtail other 
expenses.

Instead of a $1,000,000 contribu- 
tion to the city treasury given by 
the Boston Elevated Railway last 
year, t:.j city is faced with a pos- 
sible request for contribution to 
the road of $2,000,000 this year for 
a deficit that looms.

Resl estate operators involved in a se- 
cret donl connected with the proposed 
rnlargement of the Suffolk comity cpiirt- 
housp were responsible for the repeated 
refusal of the city council, yesterday, to 
accept the legislative Bct committing 
the city to participation in an expendl- : 
ture of $5,000,000 for necessary addi- 
tional covirt accommodations. 

Unlc-ia the council votes acceptance ' 
prior to midnight, ITiursday, the enact- , 



ment authorizing the expenditure and 
the creation of a commission to super- 
vise the building enlargement will be 
void. 

Mayor Curley has flatly declared hi.s 
approval of the act, which divides the 
cost between the city and the common- 
wealth on t-he basi.s of 70 and 30 per 
cent. re.>;prctivcly, but the council, for 
the fir-st time in two years, has refuised 
to concur with the mayor's Judgment 
on a major municipal problem. 

The mayor can convene the council 
in special session for consideration of 
the i.s.<;uc, but the prospect of convert-' 
ing a majority of the members to his 
viewpoint appeared la.st night to be a 
very remote probability. 

Two of the operators named a.s parti- 
cipants in the deal to which the coun- 
cil Is imnlterably oppo.scd, realized 
hundreds of thousands of dollars by 
■apitalizing advance knowledge of the 
■oute of the East Boston tunnel after 
,hev had enriched themselves by sim-

7'hough cotincilmen claim to be with- 
out knowledge of the extent of the 
ramifications of the deal exposed by 
the purchase of options on nurnermis 
properties on Howard and Cambridge 
street,-! they are suspicious that plans 
for the courthouse addition have been 
secretly agreed on despite the .spcciflca- 
t on of the le.:?islative act which en- 
lows a commis^ilon. not yet appointed, 
with lull control of the project.

As outlined, the plans call for the

A reduction of $1,000,000 In .school 
costs and the adoption of a building pro-

FAITH IN FUTURE 
URGED BY CURLEY 

He Says 1932 May Be One of 
Best Years in History 



Mayor Curley yesterday voiced a plea 
for faith in the future with the predic- 
tion that 1932 may prove to be one of 
the most beneficent years in American 
history. 

In a radio addre.is over WNAC In 
■which he expressed New Year's grcet- 
jlngs, he called for r. display of the 
'faith by which the early .settlers con- 
quei-cd the ob.stacIes and the dangers 
that confronted them and contrasted to 
the distinct advantage of those who are 
bitterly complaining about conditions, 
the dire days of the colonists. 

He said. In part:

our country. 1 am firmly of the 
opinion that we of today have a 
more profound respect and appre- 
ciation than ever before of the 
teachings and Uie preachings of 
the fatlier of our coiuitry when we 
consider what lias talcon place In 
Manchuria during the last 30 days, 
when we have witnessed the spec- 
tacle of one of the smaller countries 
and one of the most militant, Ja- 
pan, practically scrapping the 
League of Nations and defying the 
entire world. And when we witness 
this act of aggression on tlio part of 
the people with a population not 
in excess of 60,000,000. combating a 
people witii a population approxi- 
mating 430.000.000 there comes back 
to us with ringing force, the 
words of the father of our country: 
'Pi-icndly intercouise with all na- 
tions: entangling alliances with 
none'. 



INCENDIARISM FOUND 

IN DORCHESTER AREA 

McLaughlin Reports Arson 
Squad Has New Oases 



According to a report of Fire Com- 
mi.'s.sloner Erl'^ard F. McLai!ghlin, filed 
with Mayor Curley yesterday, there 
were 328 fires in November and, ac- 
^cording to a separate report, 58 were 
'in Dorchester and 10 of the 58 were in- 
vestij^ated as suspicious or incendiary, 

Commis.oioner McLaughlin declared 
the department has been called upon 
[recently to extinguish many fires of 
'supposed incendiary origin. Tlie list 
of causes of fires, he saii, shows 10 of 
incendiary or susplclouB origin and 13 
of unknown origin. 

The arson squad, Commissioner Mc- 
Lfiughlin said, is doing satisfactory 
and effective work. The Commissioner 
said six persons have been arrested 
on Indictments and five more arson 
cases will be presented to the district 
attorney within a few days. 
I The fires in Dorchester Included 
eight In single houses, seven in two- 
family, 17 in three-family and one In 
four-family dwellings. One fire was 
listed under "stores and dwellings " 
and of 11 fires in mercantile establish- 
ments, one involved eight buildings. 
Tiiere was one fire in an amusement 
place, one In a manufacturing estab- 
lishment and four were classed as 
miscellaneous. 

"I wish to call Your Honor's atten- 
tion to a fact that lately this depart- 
ment has been called upon to ex- 
tinguish many fires of supposed in- 
cendiai-y origin," the commissioner 
wrote. "The list of causes of fires 
shows 10 fires of incendiary or sus- 
picious origin and !,•? of unknown 
origin. Fires of unknown origin gen- 
erally have an element of suspicion 
about thoni and are usually followed 
up by a thorough inspection by this 
department. There is a certain sec- 
tion in Dorchester where the depart- 
ment is being cftlled continually to ex- 
tinguish fires of this type. 

"For Y'our Honors information I 
enclose herewith a report marked 
Schedule No. 2 which gives the number 
of flres in buildings in Dorchester in 
November and describes the type of 
buildings involved. Of these 58 fires 
10 were investigated as suspicious or 
inc^r linry. 

"This department Is taking every 
p ible step to apprehend persons who 
may be guilty of setting fires. The 
arson squad, which has been organ- 
ized in the fire p-ev.-ntlon division 
under Deputy Chief Albert J. Caul- 
field, has been doing very satisfactory 
and efi'octive work. The warrants in 
the six cases which I have already 
reported to Your Honor have been 
served and the Indicted persons have 
been taken Into custody. About five 
morn cases will be ready to present 
to the district attorney within a few 
days."

"I have an appreciation that to the 
many millions ot Americans who are 
v/ithout employment, who have wit- 
nes.scd the closing down of savings 
bank.s in Amc-ica, where their meager 
reserves were located as a measure of 
bafety to guard against the rainy day 
which comes all too treiiuently, that 
perhaps the wishing of a happy new 
year may appear somewhat In the 
nature of a mockery, but after all, 
everything in life Is largely a matter 
of comparison, and when we contrast 
eonditlans in our day with conditlonn 
during other periods in the life of .^ur 
Nation and of the world, and cf tho

The financial affairs of thfi city of Bo.9ton strikingly illus- 
trate the economy which must be practised during the impend- 
ing year. 

The city will have to pay $1,000,000 toward the Boston 
Elevated deficit, in contrast to the $4,000,000 it received this 
year from the Elevated in repayment of past deficits. 

It will pay an increase of $1,800,000 in State taxes, while its 
'receipts from the State for income taxes will be $1,500,000 less 
'than in 1931. . 

The city began th<3 year with a surplus of $2,300,000 m the 
(treasury. The new year begins with no treasury surplus, but 
with $12,000,000 of 1031 taxes unpaid. 

The receipts from city taxes are expected to decline by 
$600,000, due to reduction in property valuations. The appro- 
priations for charity relief are expected to mount to $1,000,000 
each in January and February. 



These conditions will test the administrative ability of 
Mayor Curley, his official family and the Boston City Council. 

Yet they are by no means so drab as they seem on the sur- 
face. We have undertaken huge developments, such as aov- 
ernor Stjuare and the East Boston tunnel, not to mention ex- 
pansion of the Southern artery, and the benefits from them will 
be realized in the near future. We have the advantage of some 
200 new industries which located in Boston during the year. 
There is an atmosphere of confidence taking the place of th« 
gloom which prevailed throughout two years of business de- 
pression.

One hears the average automobile owner exclaiming: ) 
"What, raise the tax on gasolin*: to a nickel a gal- 
lon! It's bad enough to pay three cents now!" ' ■ 
But there is another side to the picture. One must con- 
sider the practical results al! aro\md. j 

In the first place, our cities and towns need additional 
revenue. Real estate is bearing all the tax burden under 
which it can stagger. Business has its full share of taxes. ^ 
More money must be raised somehow, somewhere. 

The increase in gasoline tax is partly offset by the 
plan to eliminate the cumbersome excise tax on cars. Some 
car owners would come out about even under the new plan, 
depending upon the amount of their excise tax and the 
quantity of gasoline they buy aimually. ( 

One distinct advantage, in addition to the increase in 
revenue to the cities and towns, would be the collection of 
additional gas tax from thousands of out-state motorists 
who now come into Massachusetts and use otir roads with- 
out having contributed any excise tax to our municipal 
treasuries. 

This applies particularly to out-state trucks and other 
heavy commercial vehicles vviiich help wear down our high- 
ways. 

Increasing the gasoline tax to motorists from beyond | 
our state boundaries would increase their payment for use 
of our roads. 

Under the present excise tax and gasoline tax system 
not all the tax assessed is collected. The shortage is on 
the excise end of the levy. Many car owners evade the 
excise tax. 

Corporation Coimsel .Samuel Silverman gave some Bos- 
ton figures on this excise evasion yesterday. He said that 
Boston collects about $900,000 annually in auto excise taxes, 
whereas Boston ought to collect between $1,100,000 and 
$1,200,000. The city loses from $200,000 to $300,000 yearly 
through this class of tax dodgers. Other municipalities 
«uffer loss the same way.

Sounding the keynote of economy in municipal expenditures, 
and calling upon citizens to think in terms of America instea.i of 
meddling in foreign affairs, Mayor Curley pledged himself yes- 
terday to see that not a single individual in the city should be 
without food, shelter or fuel, in his address to the incoming City 
Council. 



> Describing the present situation 
as "the most serious in character 
of any period during the past 75 
years," he pleaded for the co-opera- 
tion of the council during the com- 
ing year. 

Featuring a list ot recommenda- 
tions he submitted for the council's 
consideration was a new $15,000,000 
rapid transit subway to Jamaica 
Plain, for which plans are ready 
and a bill, asking the legislature to 
authorize the project, is being pre- 
pared. 

The subway would extend froCT 
Jamaica Plain along the lines ol 
Huntington ave. from the Brook- 
line line to Stuart st., to Park sq., 
under the Common to Park st., to 
connect with the Cambridge tun- 
nel and lo Bowdoin sq., to connect 
with the East Boston tube. 

The council elected Edward M 
Gallagher of Brighton as presideni 
on the finit ballot, and at its firsi 
meeting referred a motion, asking 
Mayor Curley to demand the re 
moval of Police Commissione:

APART from Lhc hired men who throw mud at the honeat 

efforts of others, we have a brigade of officious critics who 

find .joy in savage diatribes against duly elected or appointed 

officials, men of integrity and ability, whether Republican or

A wave of protest swept through! 
Senate and House chambers yester- 
day {ollowing Governor Ely's pro- 
posal that all State offi.ials and em- 
ployees of the State now receiving 
salaries of $2000 or mort annually 
be slashed 10 per cent for this year 
in order to aid in a general redi.ction 
of State expenditures. 

The Governor's proposal, made in 
his address to the Legislature at its 
formal opening yesterday, fell like a 
bomb in the ranks of legislators, de- 
partment heads, appointive and elect-.; 
jve officials and employees generally. 
Although that part o£ his message 
which, dealt with the matter of State 
salary reductions was received with 
mild applause a* the joint qonvention 
of Senators and Representatives, the 
comment among members of both 
branches afterwards Indicated clc:irlv 
that there will bfj violent opposition to 
the salary slash, even from some of the 
inost prominent members of the Gover- 
nor's own party. 

At the same lime the Governo.'s .si''- 
gestlon of a salary slash brought a vi 
itahle storm of indign;int protest' 
from various parts of tlie State and 
Irom many different groups. 

Organized labor, as represented by of-, 
fioials of the State Branch of the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
Boston Central I>al)or Union, the Build- 
ing Trades Council and many others, 
were most vigorous in theii criticisi 
of the (lovernoc, conteiirling that t i: 
♦ conomically unsound and that it vill 
do more to di.«courag6 business devel- 
opment, through reduction of the pur- 
chasing power, than any possibli' sav- 
ing in State expenditures can possibly 
accomplish. ^

The Mayor was pai'ticularly dis 
turbed hy the Governor's suggestion

Banking Plan Praised

objections from many riuarters, how- 
ever, his' otlior recommenilaLioui 
yesterda.\''s address to the Legislature 
were pretty getierall,y approved by 
legislators of both parties. 

THie recommendations to relie\'e the

A single executive, directing a 
corps of subordinates, should, obviously, be able 
to conduct the multitudinous activities of the 
city's poor relief more efficiently than a board 
of twelve unpaid citizens. In time of emergency, 
3Ucl". as TVw arc iiO«' tAjjciiKiiL^ing, a, general in 
action is worth a dozen nien in council. 

But the objections to the propo.sal are seri- 
ous, the department of public welfare offers 
perhaps the greatest opportunity in the city 
for political patronage and abuse. That Is why 
it has been the Massach\iselts practice for gen- 
erations to place the distribution of relief funds 
in the control of groups of private citi/.en.'i.i 
preferably tmconnected with thei city or townj 
government in any otlier way. llio system has 
been studied and praised time and again by ex- 
perts in social .service from all parts of the 
country and abroad. Tlie success with which 
Ma.ssachusctts communities have coped wath 
the present unemployment situation, moreover, 
is proof of its strength under stress. 

Undoubtedly a minor change or two might 
well be mBde in the pre.sent ■welfare machinery, 
but to scrap the entire system •would be.

Says New England Is Aroused Against Project Which 

Would Isolate ITiis Section and Destroy Its 
* industry and Commerce

"Insulting Declaration" 

"The st.itement by Prcs Atterbury 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad and Pres 
Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio, at 
the hearing held by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on Thursday, 
that the railroad executives had de- 
termined upon the allocation of terri- 
tory before the case of the New Eng- 
land States had been presented, and 
in total disregard of the wishes of 
New England interests, Is tlje most 
llaf^rant and Insulting declaration that 
has been heard In Washington l.i 
many year*. 

"New England has been long seek- 
ing relief through aggressive railroad 
competition from a system of railroad 
neglect. Injurious to Industry and de- 
structive to commerce. 

"Thu 'four-party' merger, aj rec- 
ommended to the Jnteratat* Commerce 
Commission, If accepted, as recom' 
mended by the railroad executives, will 
res\ilt in complete isolation and the 
destruction of New England indii-stry 
and commerce. Its evil effects will be 
felt hy evfi'v Interest In entire New 
England from the farmer to the labor- 
er. 

"The publlc-be-damned policy adopt- 
ed by the ralhoad executives In the 
'four-pfc.rty' plan hn.s aroused New 
England interest to such a degree that 
when the hearings are reopened, a 
united New England will be found 
voicing Its protest and demanding 
justice.

Countless controversial Issues will be 
iopened up In the Legislature as the 
Result of Gov.

and going. The greate.st amount of 
discussion was provoked by his sugges- 
tion for a reduction of 10 per cent, in 
state salaries of $2000 and more an- 
nually. The greatest biiterne&s wa."^ 
aroused by his blistering attack on the 
|CommLssion on administration and fin- 
lance. 

Legislative leaders during the last few 
joays have been giving deep study to 
the bank corporation. They are curi- 
ous to learn just what legislation is 
required to establish it, other than to 
grant tax exemption to its Ixinds. 

His dri\e against Chairman Charles 
P, Howard of the commission on ad- 
ministration and finance may be dis- 
mi.ssed. If the Democrats join forces 
with Lt.-Gov, Youngrnan and Prank 
A. Goodwin In hampering the opera- 
tions of the commission, any such legis- 
lation can be delayed and probably de- 
feated by tlie mere invoking of the 
referendum against it, Undovibtedlv, it 
Is subject to being placed on the ballot. 

THE $20,000,000 BOND ISSUE 
j One year ag.i a wave of antagonsitic 
'reaction swept through the ranks of the 
[Republican legislators at Gov. Ely's ad- 
vocacy of a $20,000,000 bond Issue for 
public wo-ks construction. He overcame 
much of that resistance and eventually 
succeeded to a large extent In selling 
his Idea to the Legislature. 

In his current message his bold sug- 
gestion for a wage cut for state em- 
ployes aroused the rage of the Demo- 
cratic legislators. Undeniably many of 
those who protested both publicly and 
privately against the proposal were 
Blncere in their oppo.sUion, but they 
may change their minds when tho time 
Komes for them to be recorded indel- 
ibly on the Issue on a roU call vote. 



MULLINS 

It is unopular because wage cuts are 
unpopular. Organised labor will opjxxse 
It lest it be intcri^reted as an invita- 
tion to industy to do likewise. Presi- 
dent Hoover has advocated keeping 
tt-age scales at their present level; but 
he has been damned by Industry and 
tieceived little credit from the wage 
earners. 

The legislators will learn that there 
»re more voters than there are public 
employes and they will discover that 
many of the voters, alrcadv having 
submitted to similar reductions, are 
none too sjTiipathetic toward the plleht 
\n which the public cmplove.s now find 
themselves. It is one thing to denounce

nOES NOT TURN BACK 

No one expects that he will wage as 
militant a fight for the wage cut as he 
did last year for the bond issue. At 
best It cannot save more than $1,000,000 
because of the many salaries that would 
be exempt from its operations, yet it has 
been characteristic of the Governor that 
he does not turn back once he has put 
his hand to any given proposal. 

It. would seem that he has caused a 
wide-open split In the ranks of his party 
by his forthright and courageous 
declaration for a salary reduction, which 
Is a sharp reversal from the surface 
harmony that prevailed one week ago 
at the peaceful meeting of the Demo- 
cratic state committee.

MKETING OF STATE COMMITTEE 

That meeting of the Democratic state 
committee at the Copley-Plaza Hotel 
showed a surface harmony that has 
been missing for a long time. It con- 
trasted uniquely with the so-called 
"harmony meeting" at Worcester In 
July of 1930 during the height of the 
primary elecUon campaign. 

The Worcester gathering almost re- 
sulted In a riot and produced more ex- 
citement than tlve heart of the com- 
imonwealth had witnessed since that Ill- 
fated day Ui the !all of 1928 when an 
anti-Smith parade got its itinerary con- 
fused and started down one of those 
streets where cobblestones and Demo- 
crats abound. After the smoke had 
cleared away the Democrats were safe 
and whole, but the paraders and the 
jcobblestones were badly mixed up, 
;' Senator Walsh. Gov. Ely and Chair- 
man Frank J. Donahue arc the leaders 
of the party, if you believe all that was 
said at the recent pow-wow.

ThQ Mayors' Club luncheon at tho 
Pai-ker House yesterday had a rocon.1 
attendance and though financml prob- 
lems beset all the executives and they 
appeared ready and willinK to listen 
to suggestions for procvinnR necessary 
funds for the proper carrying on ol 
city attairs. or suKKCstions for curtail- 
lUR or retrcnrhinK; the organiaation 
would have no part of the Coi^ mon- 
v.-ealth Service Association bill to be 
intrjduccd to the IjC.uislatiire on Mon- 
day, which, among oiher things, con- 
tains an agreement for a fi percent cut 
m salaries of 52000 or over of State 
3niployes. 

Chairman Frank A. Goodwin of the 
Boston Finance Commission, president 
3f the organization of State employes, 
was Invited to the meetings and there 
fie unfolded in detail the terms of tho 
)ill to bo presented to tho Legislature, 
making acceptance of the 6 percent 
conditional on increase of income tax. 
The club would not go on record as 
favoring tho legislation and a later 
suggestion by .Mayor Curley that the 
legislation, minus the 6 percent cut in 
salaries for State employes bo favored, 
was tabled for furtner consideration. 

Curley Replies to Goodwin 

At the conclusion of Mr <iooLiV,'in's 
presentation, Mayor Curley placed him- 
self squarely as opposed to the salary 
cutting feature. He said that it re- 
quired 140 years as well as the greatest 
war in history to bring salaries up. 

The Mayor said State employes wero 
constantly trying to obtain cily em- 
ployment "because of inadequate 
salaries paid by the State.". 

"So far as the bill is concerned," 
said Mayor Curley, "I would <ike to 
see reference to salary cuts eliminated. 
Before the World War the worker wa? 
pno or two Jumps ahead ot the sheriff 
and it would take another 100 years 
to bring them back if wo cut them 
idown." 

I Regarding going on record for part 
lof the bill, but eliminating the wage 
cut. Chairman Cloodwin caid "if ,/ou 
cut out the salaries .section and favov 
only tho Vest of it, you'll not get to 
first base." 

Mr Goodwin mnde it plain, however, 
that he never favored any cut in 
salaries and said, "fiov Fuller fired 
me for reeomniendlni^ a^i itlerc-npe itj 
salaries for State employes," but he 
now would agree if tho wealthy bore 
some of tho btiiden.

Against Tax Appeals Board 

The request of Mayor Curley for 
legislation calling upon the State to 
pay the same amount that cities and 
towns are compelled to p.ay for hos- 
pitalization of citizens was adopted. 
Municipalities have to pay from $18.20 
to S25 while the State pays but $10.40, 

The contest that has been waged 
by Mayor Curley against the State 
Board of Tax Appeals appeared to bo 
familiar to the Mayors of the other 
cities and they voted unanimously to 
support proposed legislation calling 
for abolition of tho board. Mayor 
O'Neil asked for "hearty and strong 
support of the hill," 

Objections were raised to the legis- 
lation which Mayor Curley is about to 
ask for, to rai.so the tax on gasoline 
to four cents a gallon. Mayor Asnley 
of New Eedfcu-d declared that there is 
plenty of gasoline "bootlegging" down 
his way because in Rhode Island the' 
tax is two <eiits. He predicted that 
four or five-cent gasoline tax would 
mean a flood of bootlegging. The naw 
Mayor of Chicopec also objected. 

Figure Return $10,000,000 

Mayor Curley hart a clause in the 
fcur-ccnt tax bill that would exempt 
motorists from the excise tax, but that 
v.-as elimitiated on objection of Mayor 
McGrath oi Quincy, who said muni- 
cipaiilies wi'.ii a two-cexil rt-ualo fioi.-i 
a four-cent tax would not receive as 
niueh revenue as at present under the 
three-cent lax and the excise tax, even 
though excess tax collections are not 
entirely satisfactory.

Urgent need of ready cash was also 
responsible for the club going on rec- 
ord to ask legislation to have the law 
r-imcnded that payments to cities and 
towns of money for old age and poll 
taxes be advanced to an earlier date 
than November, at the present time. 

About that time Mayor Curley made 
his suggestion of clipping two features 
of tlie Goodwin legislation and going 
on record in favor, but Mayor Josepn 
N. Cairiere of Fitohbuig declared that 
the matter required some deliberation' 
and favored the divorcing of the 
Mayors' Club from the legislation to- 
be presented tomorrow on behalf of 
the Commonwealth Service Associa- 
tion. Then Mayor Curley withdrew 
his motion. 

Mayor Slowey of lx5well declared 
that what he was principally inter- 
ested in was for the Mayors' Club 
to do s-omething that would make it 
possible for now administrations to 
be able to obtain some money to 
properly carry on. He said that last 
week Lowell could not pay its school 
teachers JIOCOOO and that next week 
no salaries might be paid. He wanted 
the club to name a committee^ to call 
on banks; s to give cities nnanciai 
assistance. 

Assistance for Cities 

Mayor Stonina said that for two 
days he had been interviewing or had 
been interviewed by hankers, but that 
he had not received any encourage- 
ment. The Mayors of Lowell and 
Chicopec were informed by Mayor Mc- 
Grath of Quincy that the only way 
to get money is "by retrenchment, anc 
that Ijowell's bills must be paid fron:

Legislative Program Amended 

Mayor Curley's legislative program! 
calling for the expenditure of about 
$18,000,000 outside the debt limit which 
before it could go to the legislature 
had to be approved l>y the City Coun- 
cil passed the Boston body, but wit.i 
certain alterations. 
i Councilor Kelly sought an amend- 
I ment that the legislative bills be sO 
changed that all would require ap- 
proval of the City Council after oeing 
passed upon by the L'gi.slature. 

Councilor Green's amendment which 
railed upon the Governor, House ar.d 
Senate to include in the legislation 
that r.fter piissage by the Ivcgislature, 
the bills must be approved by the City 
Council, was passed. 

Wants Attorney for Council 

Expressing the opinion that the City 
Council needed legal advice from time 
to time, particularly as regards Legis- 
lative matters, and not being content 
with the offices of the Corporation 
Counsel Silverman, Councilor Kelly 
offered an order calling for a legal 
adviser for the City Council, with sal- 
ary to be determined by the City 
Council. 

There did not appear to be much ob- 
jection. Councilor Fitzgerald being the 
only one to vote against the order. 

Shortly after pas.s.nge of the order. 
Councillor Kelly asked to amend his 
order by establishing a salary of 
J5000 for the legislative ugent of the 
City Council created under the original 
orde; . 

The rider aroused the ire of Coun- 
cilor Fitzgerald and when he stopped 
talking a motion bv Councilor Curtis 
shunted the resurrected orl^iinnl order 
and the amendment over to the com- 
mittee on rules. 

Councilor ntiseiald inslitad that 
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the Cdunoll could advise IttieU ; tttaX 
the body contained members of the 
bar, and that It was the duty of the 
Councilors to do their own watching 
of legislation. 

He then said that he voted against 
the original order and would vote 
against the tacking on of a salary of 
$5000. In view of present economic 
conditions he said there was no justi- 
fication for sucti a job, which he said 
"would probably be given to some 
broken down 'pol' who never did do 
anything, and then wo would probably 
be asked to give him a banquet at 
the expense ui tlic city." 

Favors Causeway-St Widening
